It was the 472nd U.S. plane 
reported lost over North Viet­ 
nam. 
Of 32 incidents reported by 
the U.S. and South Vietnamese 
military commands in the first 
10 hours of the truce, eight were 
classified as significant. Most 
were exchanges of fire by pa­ 
trols or sniper fire at helicon 
ter s. 


The U.S. Command said the 
plane lost in the north was an 
unarmed RF101 jet on a photo 
mission. The United Mates has 
suspended bombing missions 
against North Vietnam for the 
fouMlay truce period but is con­ 
tinuing reconnaissance patrols. 


On toe Communist side, the 
truce was declared only by the 
Viet Cong. Thus North Vietnam 
feds free to fire on planes in­ 
truding into its air space. North 
Vietnam does not concede that 
its troops are fighting in the 
south.

Brandt Warns 
Of Needs For

WASHINGTON (AP> — For- 
eign Minister Willy Brandt is 
expected to tell President John- 
aon todayJt wfll be.difficult for 
Weet Germany to sign a nudear 
nonproliferation treaty unless 
non-nuclear nations are allowed' 
to use atomic energy for peace­ 
ful purposes. 


Brandt's warning, diplomatic 
sources advised, repreeents the 
growing uneasiness of a number 
of industrialized, non-nuclear 
countries. The list, it is sug­ 
gested, includes Sweden, Swit­ 
zerland, Italy, India, Japan, 
Israel and perhape ooe or two 
Latin-American nations. 


Brandt, 53, who arrived Tues­ 
day. planned to call on Johnson 
late this afternoon after talks 
with Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, Undersecretary of State 
Nicholes Katsenbach and presi­ 
dential advisor Walt W. Rostow. 


He also is scheduled to meet 
with Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey. 


This is the first Washington 
visit of the Socialist leeder since 
he became foreign minister and 
vice chancellor in West Germa­ 
ny’s new coalition government. 
He was a frequent visitor here 
during his nine years as mayor 
of West Berlin. 


West Germany’s reservations 
about the treaty have been 
spelled out by Brandt and oth­ 
ers in public speeches, end 
Brandt put them in a memoran­ 
dum to Rusk last week. 


The United States insists that 
the treaty's effectiveness would 
be reduced greetly and possibly 
eliminated if it differentiated 
between nuclear experiments 
for peaceful and nonpeaceful 
purposes. But at the same time 
U.S. officials privately acknowl­ 
edge that there is some logic in 
Brandt’s argument.

State Rep. Stanley M. Powell, 
R-Ionia, introduced a bill Tues­ 
day to replace the current $2.- 
000 yearly exempt with a slid­ 
ing scale of benefits ranging 
from $2,500 to 94,500. 


Romney vetoed two measures 
in the 1965-66 session because 
they provided flat-rate increases 
in exemptions from 92,000 to 93.- 
500. He said he favored a sliding 
scale. 


Powell's, bill would allow a $3,- 
500 exemption for any pensioned 
veteran or his widow and a 92, 
500 exemption for the widow of 
any nonpensioned, nondisabled 
veteran of World War I, World 
War II or the Korean War. 


A veteran of any war, includ­ 
ing Vietnam, with a service- 
connected disability, or his 
widow would be entitled to ex­ 
emptions ranging from 93,500 
to 94,500, depending on degree 
of disability. 


Widows Included 


The widow of a man who 
died in service in one, of those 
conflicts could exempt 94,500. 
A man currently in the armed 
forces also would be allowed a 
93,500 annual exemption during 
his service. 


Such exemptions would not be 
available to persons owning real 
property valued at more than 
910,000 or to pareone not eligible 
for service disability pensions 
who earn more than 9M9f a 
year.

“Our 
own efforts to reach and in­ 
form the public are scattered— 
and maybe this is why we are 
not more effective,** Vogt said. 


Should there be wilderness 
areas? Vogt believes so, par­ 
ticularly Isle Royale, for ex­ 
ample, where the national park 
there would retain those wild 
and natural fOaturea that make 
it distinctive above all others. 


“It is impossible to put a 
price tag on the sound of a 
wolf howling or the sight of a 
flight of geese againat the sky,” 
the game biologist said.

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TOKYO (AP) - Mao Tse- 
tung’s forces intensified their 
anti-Soviet campaign today with 
hostile demonstrations in a doz­ 
en Chinese cities and new or­ 
ders for fighting the Kremlin’s 
brand of communism. 


The official New China News 
Agency 
said ' demonstrations 
were held throughout mainland 
China to emphasize "China’s 
mounting protest against the 
Soviet revisionists’ outrages.” 


The Peking correspondent of 
the Japanese newspaper Yomi- 
uri said Mao had issued instruc­ 
tions for setting up in the Red 
capital a **liaison station for 
struggling against revisionism’’ 
— China’s label for the'Soviet 
brand of communism. 


The Maoists also gave new 
evidence ot trouble in their own 
ranks with a warning to the 
faithful to be on the alert 
against a "palace coup’’ w an 
"armed coup.’’ 


The "Red Guard’s Forum” of

said 
Mao’s followers have “been re­ 
taking one after another of the 
positions of power held by a 
handful of party people taking 
the capitalist road” but cau- 
tiond that the victories would 
stir attempts at a "counterseiz­ 
ure of power.”
